with him. We here enjoy-d a little comfort, 
having our own tables, chairs, plates, &c. ; 
but when our host proposed a repetition of 
the music, and hinted that he could drink a 
bottle of Shirauz, such as we had then on the

MR. STEWARY. 

Died, in Northumberland Street, Strand, on 
the 20th February, 1822, Mr Stewart, gener- 
ally known by the designation of “ Walking 
Stewart.” This most extraordinary eccentric, 
atomical Philosopher, was born in Bond-street, 
and originally educated at the Charter house. 
In the year 1763 he was sent out a writer to 
Madras, on the interest of the great Lord Bute. 
He was employed as Secretary to the Nabob 
of Arcot, and expended a large sum in giving 
official entertainments by order of his master. 
Within two years after his arrival iu India, at 
the age of about 18, he determined on the very 
singular measure of leaving his situation in the 
Company’s service, assigning as a reason that 
| he was resolved to travel, the amor vindendi 
being irresistible—that he would sce, if he 
could, the whole world—-that he would unleain 
| all he had learned—that he would become an 
 Automathes, think and act for himself. In 
" pursuance of this resolution, he addressed a 
letter to the Ceurt of Directors, which, from 

its juvenile insolence and audacity, is preserv- 
ed on their records to this day; in which he 
tells them he was bora for nobler pursuits, and 
higher attainments, than to be a copier of in- 
' voices and bills of lading to a company of gro- 
cers, haberdashers, and cheesemongers. 
Within a few weeks after writing this unique 
epistle, he took his leave a la sourdine ot the 
Presidency, and began his premicr paz of his 
pedestrian long life—some of his friends la- 
‘menting his abrupt departure, and thinking he 
| might be involved in pecuniary difficulties sent 
after him, begging him to return, and offering 
' him assistance. He replied to their invitation 
that he thanked them, that his resolution was 
taken, that his finances were small, but ade- 
quate to his wants. He prosecuted his route 
over Hindostan, and walked to Delhi, to Perse- 
polis, and other parts of Persia. He traver‘ed 
the greater part of the Indian Peninsula, visit- 
ed Abyssinia and Ethiopia, and has been pore 
ent at the latter place at an entertainment 0 
the natives, who, disregarding sexual! distinc- 
tion, appeared in statu naturc. He then en- 
tered the Carnatic, and became known to the 
then Nabob, who conceived an esteem for him, 
which eventually in his latter days, became the

walk to Seringapatam, which he effected ;

He question- 
ed him as to his motive for coming to his king- 
dom ; he answered solely a desire to see it. 
Tippoo told him he must consider himself as 
his subject, and as such, @ military, and he 
must be enrolled in his Army; and that as he 
appeared a gentleman, he would make kim, 
after some tactcial instructions, a Captain of 
Sepoys. He became one, andewas enguged in 
several affairs against the Mahrattas, and was 
wounded in the right arm. He continued a 
detenu of “ipree's several years, until the Jate 
Sir James Sibbald, bart. then at. Bombay, was 
appointed by that Presideney to seitle the 
terms of peace with Tippoo. Stewart availed 
himself of the opportunity of tequesting Sir 
James .to use his interest with: his highness to 
procure his release. This, with some difficul- 
ty, Sir James Sibbald effected ; and Stewart 
set forward to walk to Europe. He crossed 
the Desart of Arabia, and arrived at Marseilles. 
He walked through the whole kingdom of 
France, through Spain, came to England—left 
England for America, through every state of 
which he walked, as he did through Ireland 
and Scotland. On his return from Ireland he 
was nearly shipwrecked ; and, at the moment 
of being so, he begged of some of the crew, if 
they survived, to take care of the hook he had 
written, and intended to be published, entitled 
* Opus Maximum,” a favourite work of his. 
His corporeal exertions are as above described 
—his mental powers were commensurate, but 
of a character unique in the extreme, and per- 
haps without any approximation of similitude 
in the thoughts of every human being. He 
was tout a fait the Antomical Philosopher ; his 
defence and demonstration of which singular 
hypothetical doctrine was so ably defined and 
asserted, that he almost convinced infidelity to 
become a proselyte, for be was completely 
Magister Voborum, and proved in his argument 
he knew the energy of Verbum tenans. On 
every subject discussed he was fui: compe- 
tent, and evinced a judgment and co:;nprehen- 
sion * Luce Durius.” He could speak and ra- 
ticionate to conviction on the Encyclopedia ; for 
in every science he was au fu‘t. Of the mul- 
tifarious publications on hs “ Doctrine of At- 
oms,” the writer gives one of the many in his 
possession, which delincates the principle on 
which his data are founded, and on which he 
establishes his theory. This it is :—* The 
Book of nature. To think means to use the 
powers of mid, to indentify self with all na- 


** All mattcr draws, and to one centre brings, 
MVat'’s nature chang’d te beast, and beasts to Kings.” 
He then adds. “ The human body emits 
every hour kaif a pound of motter from its 
mode ¢ which, dispersed over a great extent of 
space, nust atiach itself to millions of beings, 
and participate of their sensation, without any 
consequence from the interruption of memory, 
by transmuting from the human body into all 
surrounding being. ‘This fact teaches man 
how z2reat his interest in the whole, and hew 
little in the part of self. The ignorance of 
this truth makes an oyster of this Great Agent 
of the Universe.” Abstruse and recondite as 
the above may appear, and all his writings 
were unius generis, yet so great was his power 
in maintaining his hypothesis, that he almost 
reasoned his unbelieving hearers into creduli-

Deatus on THe Stace. In the history of the 
Stage, there are several instances, besides that 
of Mr. Pajmer, of performers, who, in favorite 
characters, have given way to such an intea- 
sity of feeling, as to occasion instant death. 
ln October, 1768, Mr. Peterson, an actor long 
attached to the Norwich company, was per- 
forming the Duke in ‘ Measure for Measure,” 
which he played in a very masterly style. 
Mr. Moody was the Claudio; and in the third 
act, where the Duke (as the Friar) was pre- 
paring Claudio for execution next morning, 
Peterson had no sooner spoken these words, 


ason thus with life ;

That none but tapls would keep ; a breath fhou art ;” 
Than he dropped in Mr. Moody’s arms, and 
died instantly. He was interred at Bury St. 
Edmunds, and on his tombstage his last words, 
.as above, are engraved. A gentleman of the 
name of Bond, collecting a party of his friends, 
got up Voltaire’s play of “ Zaire,” (which a 
friend had translated for him), at the music 
room in Villier’s-street, York Buildings, and 
chose the part of Lusignan for himseif. His 
acting was considered as a prodigy ; and he so 
far yielded himself up to the force and impet- 
uosity of his imagination, that on the discovery 
of his daughtér he fainted away.—The house 
rung with applause ; but finding that he con- 
tinued a long time in that situation, the audience 
began to be uneasy and apprehensive. The 
representatives of Chatillon and Derestan 
placed him in his chair ; he then faintly spoke, 
extending his arms to receive his children, 
raised his eyes to Heaven, and then closed 
them fotever.

Teagtitg Frerr. An article from A'exand ria, of 
March 20th, states that the Turkish Acet had arrived 
there, after having landed troops at Modon and Patras. 
Uh: greater part of the sips sailed into the harbour, 
while a violent snow storm aro-e; the larger vessels 
anchored in the new harbour ;: but scarecly had the 
whole fleet entered, when the fury of the storm in- 
creased, and did great damage, A Rarbary corvette 
rtrauded ou the sand banks ; another ship of Tripoli 
had the same fate, at the entrance of the new Canal 
of Machomondi, The storm broke the cables of the 
Admirals ship, the Vice-Roy, and drove it, with an- 
other Barhary ship, against the walls of the fort, where 
it was dashed to pieces. A frigate, belonging to the 
Sultan, sunk near Rosetta, anc, it is feared, that oth- 
ers of the fleet, which had uot come in, may have c&%- 
pericnced the Name fate. 


C oPEsBAGEN, April 27. In the memorys of man 
there never was 'so much damage done by storms as in 
the last winter, It ts calculated that about 2,000 
ships and 20000 men have pershed on the several coasts 
of Europe, of which 260 ships and 2,500 men were 
lost on the Danish coast alone. 


From Sovrn America. The ship Crisis, Capt. 
Storer, has arrived at New-York, in 44 days from Mon- 
te Video—a passenger has furnished a file of Buenos 
Ayres papers, to the last of April. 

lt was reported at the La Plate, that a boat belong- 
ing to the Franklin, 74, had been lost on the coast of 
Chili, and with it, a lieutenant and boat's crew. 
Com. Stewart, and lady, were said to be in good health 
at the last accounts. 

The political state cf affairs at Buenos Ayers, are 
represented as flourishing, and the members of the gov- 
ernment harmoniously engaged in completing the ar- 
rangemeuts for the security of tie independence of the 
country, and the establishment of civil liberty. The 
Congress were engaged in forming a code of laws, sev- 
eral of which are published in a paper, called the Of- 
ficial Register, aud appear to be such as would do 
credit to the most enlightened government. “ Hap.

This 
system entirely deprives the other provinces of his 
two highly esteemed commodities, Yerbo and Tobacco, 
which are held as their greatest luxuries, and of which 
the Brazi!s furnish them with but an indifferent substi- 
tute.

From Ifavaxa. Papers to the Ist instant are re- 
celved at Charleston. The yellow fever prevailed to 
some extent among the strangers in Havana. 

The report of a duel having taken place between 
an American and British officer, arose from the circume 
stance of a dispute having occurred between two mid- 
shipman of those two nations. ‘The Pritish commander 
being satisfied that his officer was to blame in the 
business, required him to apologise, and there the af- 
fair terminated.

Lt. Clement ot 
the marines, diced on board the Macedonian on the 27th 
May. It was understood the Porpoise would return 
immediately to Havana. ; 

An English ship bound to Havana, had put into 
Matanzas, which was taken by pirates near that port 
on the 28th ult. ; the captain and mate were hung up 
at the yard arm, but taken down before they were 
dcad—the crew were inhumanly treated.

Fmt at Portranp. On Saturday last, between 3 
and 4 o'clock in the afternoon, a joiners shop, on Main 
Street a few doors to the westward of Green Street, 
was discovered to be on fire. People were at work 
near the shop, blowing rocks, and it is supposed that 
some of the fire, which they kept for that purpose, was 
carried by the wind, under the shop. When the fire 
was discovered, it had made too great a progress to be 
resisted. There were a large number of wooden build- 
ings in the immediate vicinity, and but little water to 
be obtained.

from a“ laboring man, with a request that he would 
transmit it and conceal his name.” This poor man tt 
seems, saved 75 cents by working en the 4th of July 
—$1 by not wearing aneck handkerchief—-$1 by de- 
nying himself and family the use of ardent spirits—$l 
25 by having his fulled cloth only colored, not dres- 
sed, and another item of $4, by wearing himself aud 
family thick shoes. The motive for publishing, as 
avowed by the editors is, that * others may be indu- 
ced to follow so worthy an example.” I have often 
been led to think, that those who s0 pertiracionsly 
held the doctrine that the heatben in India must be 
eternally lost for ** lack of knowledge” in their sense 
of the tern—i. e. lost forever, unless iidividuals of « 
more enlightened nation, 10,000 miles off, contribute 
mency to eupport such preachers az their sect select, 
the abettors and supporters of such a delusoun were 
doubly guilty in not setting a proper example, for oth: 
‘ers. We don’t sce them wearing cow hide shoes sum- 
mer and winter, working independent day, wearing 
coarse cloth undressed, going without a handkerchief, 
(to say nothing about ardent spirits) and denying 
themselves the comforts of life, to enable them to send 
money to India. No——no.—They leave it to thia poor 
man, ‘who doubtless believed literally their declara- 
tions, to set the ** worthy exarople.” 

This man wished to have his name concealed. The 
editor of the Bennington Gazette informs that, while 
thus “ doing penance and starving his body,” he sold 
a piece of land and took his pay, but before the gran- 
tee could get his deed recorded, a creditor of the 
donor attached the same piece of land and secured his 
title, leaving the honest purchaser without remedy ! 

This simple relation is not recorded to discourage 
missionary contributions—far from it. But to show 
the effects of holding out improper motives to action. 
[ say boldly, that those who believe in their hearte, as 
Mr. Newell once wrote home from Bombay, that 
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have not the knowledge 
themselyes even the conveniences of life, and tite 
sparingly upon the necessaries —that if, mfact, the 
cowhide shoe pinches, they ought in sammer to go 
barefoot ! This man had no right to devote thg pro- 
ceeds either of his labor or economy in this way, to 
the injury of his family or his creditors. Let those 
who have and to spare, contribute as their consciences 
dictate. Heaven is not to be bought with money. 
We have heathen to covert, and worse than heathea 
at home, to reform. I trust the nearly exploded sys- 
tem of urging contributions from the motive which 
probably induenced this poor man, will be followed 
by one more rational and enlightened, and more 
worthy the character of a just as well as mer:iiut
